Mr. Gibson has been ordered 
to close the dump by the state 
department of health, and he 
has asked this group for more 
time to make arrangements for 
trucking solid waste elsewhere. 
When the city dump is finally 
closed, it will work a hardship 
not only on local citizens, but 
county people as well.

outlook, an annual summer siz- 
eup, was published today with 
a single-page addendum tucked 
inside its cover. The extra page 
said the forecasts were com­

before the

announcement, 
and 
added: 
"We can be confident that 
these new programs have en­ 
hanced prospects for full eco­ 
nomic recovery with a contin­ 
uing slowdown in inflation. 
“ Economic activity 
will be 
stimulated in several important 
ways. Consumer spending will 
be buoyed by 'the cut in income 
taxes and by increased public 
confidence. 
"New-car sales will be boost­ 
ed by the cut in automobile ex­ 
cise 
taxes. 
Capital 
spending 
will be 
provided 
a 
powerful 
spur by the job development 
tax credit. 
"In each of these areas,, and 
many others, the 
President’s 
new programs have improved 
the economic outlook as proj­ 
ected in this publication.” 
As published, the review' said 
the upturn in early 1971 "began 
somewhat 
narrowly,” 
based 
largely on the rebound from the 
auto strike, hedge buying of 
steel in anticipation of a strike, 
and a genuinely strong pickup 
in housing.

Firm To Audit 
Books Of State 
Teachers Fund 
INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 
Indiana Legislative Council has 
hired a private auditing firm to 
examine the State Teachers Re­ 
tirement Fund books. 
The council awarded a con­ 
tract Wednesday to the Arthur 
Anderson Co. Cost of the study 
is not to exceed $65,000 .

Wyatt retired earlier 
this year as ISTA executive sec­ 
retary. 
The auditing firm will exam­ 
ine the fund’s accounting pro­ 
cedures, policies and invest­ 
ment performance. Anderson 
and two other companies each 
submitted bids of about $25 an 
hour for the project, but the 
council said it considered An­ 
derson best qualified. 
The council also organized an 
eight-member task force to in- 
vestigate whether state laws 
adequately protect rights of the 
20,000 migrant workers in Indi­

“ One-third of the players will 
never have an opportunity to 
make up the loss suffered by 
the freeze because of injuries, 
cuts and retirem ents.”

able to get raises each year 
during the World W’ar II freeze 
and were exempted from the 
freeze imposed during the Ko­ 
rean War.

thought. When the freeze was

‘Popping Off 
Price Goes Up 


NEW YORK (AP) — Despite 
President Nixon’s freeze, the 
price on popping off has risen 
sharply in the National Basket­ 
ball Association.

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MALL CONTRACT SIGNED 


Richmond’s downtown mall has moved 
closer to reality with the signing of a 
$728,440 contract for the four-block pro­ 
ject. 
The mall has been a controversial is­ 
sue, and to some it still is, but confidence 
in it as a means of pumping life into a 
deteriorated central business district has 
won out. 
Steps leading to signing the contract 
represent a spirit of civic-mindedness, as 
well as self-preservation, on the part of 
the many merchants and property own­ 
ers who contributed almost $350,000. 
Significant, too, is the co-operation of the 
city’s two banks in approving 10-year 
loans for those contributors wishing ad­ 
vance help. 
Merchants’ and property owners’ help 
came not only from those in the specific 
area of the mall but also from side streets 
and fringe locations. 
Individual pledges were sought on a 
property footage basis. About 90 per cent 
of the money thus obtained followed that 
proportion. Not all merchants nor all 
property owners co-operated but most of 
them did. 
There was a big helping hand from the 
Richmond Redevelopment Commission 
which not only made an original pledge 
of $300,000 but which received approval 
from the U.S. Department of Urban 
Development (HUD) to divert an addi­ 
tional amount of renewal funds when it 
appeared that more money was needed. 
Added local pledges also were obtained. 
No local or state tax funds are to be used 
although federal money, of course, eomes 
from taxpayers. 
It’s interesting that the two rival 
candidates for mayor in next November’s 
election, Ken Paust, Republican, and 
Mayor Byron Klute, Democrat, both 
boosted the mall. Paust spearheaded the 
move as secretary of the Merchants’ Mall 
Committee. Klute worked for it through 
the Redevelopment Commission. 
Hopefully, construction of the mall 
from Sixth to Tenth Streets will serve as 
a catalyst to bring more outside interests 
in land the Redevelopment Commission 
has available. It may also speed any 
local construction plans being consider­ 
ed. 
There already has been some “spruc­ 
ing up” not only of Main Street fronts 
but also at the rear of some stores. More 
of it may follow. It could be the shot in 
the arm which the central downtown 
area needs.

A young, former communist has told, 
in a copyrighted story in Campus Life 
magazine, how, as a member of a German 
branch of the Students for a Democratic 
Society, he helped to foment mass dem­ 
onstrations. He pointed out that the trick 
is to get a few trained, hardcore people 
with an understanding of mass psychol­ 
ogy. The hardcore stirs up a crowd un­ 
til they have to march. 
As soon as the crowd is confronted by 
police, the hardcore throw rocks or molo- 
tov cocktails, then disappear to the back 
of the crowd and cheer them on. If the 
communist organizers are lucky, the po­ 
lice will fire on the crowd and kill one 
innocent bystander — just what the 
hardcore organizers want. The tragedy 
gives them an opportunity to profess 
great sorrow for the victim and make an 
issue of police brutality. They cynically 
work on the sympathies of the mob while 
staying safely back from the firing line. 
As a former participant in such demon­ 
strations, the young ex-communist said 
the pattern was reminiscent of the inci­ 
dent at Kent University in the United 
States. 
The youthful former communist lost 
interest in the communist philosophy 
when he discovered many of his col­ 
leagues were merely in the movement 
for fun or profit. He* mentioned one who 
sold his memoirs at a fat price and be­ 
came a capitalist after which he would 
have nothing to do with his former com­ 
panions. It is sickening to conjecture how 
much strife and how many broken lives, 
injuries and deaths have resulted from 
these mob-arousing tactics described by 
a youth who speaks from firsthand 
knowledge.

Some time ago, I was having 
lunch with a group of men in a 
restaurant in this small Okla­ 
homa community. Our meal was 
interrupted by a man who enter­ 
ed, approached our table and 
asked, “ Can anyone here tell me 
what I must do to be saved?” 
Never one to be quiet at such 
a time I replied, “ Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ and thou 
shalt be saved.” 
The same question was asked 
of the Apostle Paul by a jailor 
as an earthquake shattered his 
prison. Paul spoke the same 
words to the warden which I 
quoted to the man in the cafe. 
However, belief or faith in Jesus 
Christ is not enough for some 
people. 
There are some folks who 
believe that you have to follow 
your faith with a ritual of some 
sort. Others feel that by trying 
to lead good lives, the key to 
the gate of eternity will unlock 
the entrance for them. Then 
there are those men and women 
who feel that their church mem­ 
bership will stand them in good 
stead when the time comes for 
them to be called from this 
world. 
But the Scriptures teach dif­ 
ferently. Faith is the hinge on 
which 
the 
door 
of 
eternity 
swings open for us. It is not a 
ritual, church membership or 
good works that earn us the re­ 
ward of Heaven. It is simply our 
faith in the person and work of 
Jesus Christ. This is not to say 
that church membership is not 
important, it is. Good works are 
important to both the Christian 
and God. But they are not hing­ 
es which swing open the door 
of eternity to us. Ceremony and 
ritual are meaningful to many 
Christians, but they do not rise 
up to unlock the gate of Heaven 
for us. 
Ritual, 
church 
membership 
and good works all follow our 
initial committment of faith in 
Jesus Christ. It is the initial 
declaration of belief and trust 
in God’s Son that opens the 
flood gate of immortality to us. 
What must we do to secure the 
portals of Heaven? We place 
our faith and trust in God’s 
heavenly and earthly Son, Jesus 
Christ. Then we are adopted 
into the great family of God. 
Everyone likes a “ St. Peter 
Story.” Here is one for you: 
A man died and went to Heaven. 
When he asked to be admitted 
to the eternal home, he was 
told that entrance was decided 
on the basis of the point system. 
100 points was required for en­ 
try. He was asked to list his 
earthly achievements. He noted 
for the account that he was a 
good 
citizen 
and 
community 
worker. St. Peter informed him 
that was good for 1 point. He 
stated that he was a good hus­ 
band and a member of a certain 
church. 1 more point was chalk­ 
ed up for him. He also noted for 
God’s book-keepers that he was 
a good moral man. Good for an­ 
other point. “ You have 3 points 
to your credit,” said St. Peter. 
The man thought and thought, 
but could not come up with any 
more items in his life which 
were good for points. Finally in 
exasperation he asked, “ what do 
you have to have to get in. this 
place, faith?” St. Peter replied, 
“ that’s the other 97 points.” 
We need to have points of faith 
to enter the celestial kingdom.

people 
have 
acquired 
points by the things which they 
have done in life, but they have 
not racked up the points of faith 
needed to enter the Kingdom of 
Heaven. Do we have the points 
required to make the grade?

- Nothing 
surpasses the fragrance of hya­ 
cinths. Noted for their soft pas­ 
tel colors, hyacinths—ilong with 
tulips and daffodils—are favor­ 
ite spring flowering bulbs. 
Because they are short-stem­ 
med and soft-colored, plant 
them in front of dark evergreen 
shrubs or in the front of larger 
flower gardens, suggests John 
A. Wott, Purdue University ex­ 
tension home environment horti­ 
culturist. 
Choose a sunny area and be 
sure it is well drained. Plant 
several bulbs of the same color 
together for the best color show. 
Spring flowering Alliums (or­ 
namental onions) are lesser 
known spring flowers. The small 
blooms, consisting of many 
small flowers, are round or 
tennis-ball shaped. The foliage 
is onion-like and the Rowers 
usually are fragrant. Blue is the 
most common color, but others 
are available. 
The foxtail lily or Eremurus 
is an unusual flower. Flower 
colors are yellow, pink or white, 
borne on flower spikes one foot 
to several feet high. Tiny hya­ 


cinth-like flowers are borne on 
the side of the flower stalk. 
For best results, plant in a pro­ 
tected spot and add two-three 
inches of mulch during the 
winter. 
Order your hyacinths and oth­ 
er unusual spring flowering 
bulbs this fall. In this way, 
you’ll be assured of your favor­ 
ites, adds Wott.

Apply the plaster 
with a putty knife or small 
trowel, filliing the crack until 
the new plaster comes within 
an eighth of an inch of the sur­ 
face. 
Let this dry, then dampen and 
add more new plaster until the 
face is flush with the old sur­ 
face. Spray water on the new 
plaster and keep the entire area 
damp for 24 hours to bring a 
•low, hard set. 
In patching large spots or 
areas, first remove any broken 
plaster and round the bole. Un­ 
dercut the edges of the old 
plaster to help hold the new in 
place. Then, dampen the old 
plaster and wooden lathe, if 
any, before applying the rough 
coat. After this dries, apply 
the finish coat. When this is 
dry, sand to smooth. 
The final step, sizing the new 
plaster, is most important. Siz­ 
ing prevents lime from coming 
to the surface of the plaster 
patch. If sizing is not applied, 
lime may deteriorate your paint 
or cause discoloration or crumb­ 
ling of the surface. 
A plaster pencil may be ade­ 
quate for a hairline crack, pro­ 
vided you are going to use an 
oil-base paint afterwards. If a 
rubber base paint is to be used, 
the plaster pencil is not re­ 
commended. 
Plastic plaster can be used to 
fill and level small irregulari­ 
ties w sandplastered walls or 
ceilings.

Where required, control mit­ 
es by spraying plants with mal- 
athion. kelthane, ovotran, di­ 
mite. or chlorobenzilate.

Cutting your roses properly is 
very important to the health of 
your bushes. Horticulturists ad­ 
vise that 
incorrect cutting 
brings poor cut flower quality, 
injury and loss of vigor to the 
plant. 
Sharp tools are a must 
they help avoid breaking 
twisting of the stems. 
Dr. William H. Carlson of 
Michigan State University ad­ 
vises leaving flowers on the 
bushes in their first season of 
blooming, since this permits 
the bush to grow larger. ‘‘If 
flowers are cut during the first 
season, cut them with very 
short stems,” he advises. "Cut­ 
ting long-stemmed flowers re­ 
moves foliage that is essential 
to the plant’s ability to make 
food. This slows growth and fu­ 
ture flowering. 
"Don’t cut older, healthy 
plants excessively. Keep at 
least tw-o leaves between the 
cut and the main stem.” 
If flowers are not cut for in­ 
side display, remove them 
when their petals fall. Cut them 
just above the top leaf on the 
stem. Removing withered flow­ 
ers within a cluster gives the 
remaining flowers more room 
to develop. 
For the best cut flowers, cut 
just before the petals begin to 
unfold. 
"The flowers will open nor­ 
mally and last longer than if 
cut when fully open,” says Dr. 
Carlson who advises late after­ 
noon cutting. 


slanting cut an inch or so from 
the base of the stem, which 
should be put in very hot wa­ 
ter-such as boiling water—for 
a few minutes. 
Following the hot water treat­ 
ment, immerse the stems in 
cold water. The hot water driv­ 
es out any air bubbles from the 
stem and permits the cold wa­ 
ter to rise and revive the flow­ 
ers.

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Monkeys Pick Coconuts For 
Few Bananas A Day

KOTA 
BHARU, 
Malaysia 
CAP) — Coconut-picking ma­ 
chines on this palmy coast ran 
cheaply. A few bananas a day 
keep them operating for five 
years or more. 
Since coconuts grow high up 
long, skinny tree tranks—and 
it’s a lot of work to climb 
them—local 
Malays 
for cen­ 
turies have found it easier to 
con monkeys into the job. 
The investment is a patient 
wait by the monkey trap, a few 
months of concentrated gorilla 
training and a daily light meal 
after the day’s crop is in. 
When the monkey finally fig­ 
ures out what’s going' on and 
rebels, he is handed his pink 
slip and sold to a neighbor who 
likes curried monkey. 
More than a thousand mon­ 
keys—of a sort known as “ber- 
ok” here — work for coconut 
growers in Kelantan and Treng- 
ganu states on Malaysia’s east 
coast. Farther south, Pahang 
state growers use baboons. 
It’s not a profession which 
breeds good manners, and enth­ 
ralled tourists are warned to 
stay well clear. Malay farmers 
have been hospitalized or worse 
from bites by their own mon­ 
keys. 
Baboons lire even nastier. 
Beroks are trained to work at 
the end of a long thin cord at­ 
tached round their necks. They 
are carefully trained to pluck a 
specific coconut and respond 
faithfully to commands trans­ 
mitted by the cord with mean­ 
ingful tugs. 
A good monkey can harvest a 
thousand coconuts in a morn­ 
ing’s work, 
earning for his 
master perhaps $2. He rests 
only on Friday—the Moslem 
day of prayer. 
He usually lives among the 
stilts under a raised Malay 
kampong house. 
His 
master 
takes him to work perched on 
bicycle handle bars or led down 


South Africa 
Buys Steel 
From Japan 


JOHANNESBURG, South Af­ 
rica (AP) — South Africa is 
purchasing some 225,000 tons of 
steel—most of it from Japan—to 
relieve a shortage here. 
At the same time the govern­ 
ment’s Iron and Steel Corp. < Is - 
cor) continues to export steel 
made in South Africa. 
This 
in-one-door-out-the-other 
business is not as illogical as it 
appears. 
An Iscor spokesman describes 
the 
current 
shortages 
as 
“short-term 
fluctuations 
with 
which our existing plant cannot 
cope.” If Iscor equips itself to 
meet all demands at all times, 
it would have excess capacity 
and probably have to increase 
prices, he said. 
Exports are continuing under 
contract “to keep our foot in the 
export market.” 
Reports reaching here from 
Japan 
say 
Iscor is 
seeking 
75,300 tons of wire rod, including 
20,000 tons of special steel wire 
rod. 
The London Metal Bulletin 
says of the additional 150,000 
tons of steel products sought by 
Iscor, Japanese firms have ob­ 
tained orders for 60,000 tons of 
heavy plates, galvanized sheets 
and sections. Negotiations are 
continuing and it is expected 
further orders will be placed in 
Japan. 
The 225,500 odd tons needed 
by Iscor is valued at more than 
$28 million. 
Rising steel prices and deliv­ 
ery delays have hit South Afri­ 
ca's vast mining industry espe­ 
cially hard, said one analyst.

New Benefits 
For Veterans 


The Veterans Administration 
reminded families of veterans 
and servicemen that it is a 
good idea to keep abreast of 
the new benefits and programs 
provided for them. 
Citing one example, the vet­ 
eran’s agency explained that 
wives and children of veterans 
(permanently and totally dis­ 
abled because of service-con­ 
nected disabilities) are now eli­ 
gible for educational benefits. 
It was noted, too, that wives 
and children of servicemen (mis­ 
sing in action or prisoners of 
war for more than 80 days) 
have schooling benefits avail­ 
able to them. Furthermore, wid­ 
ows and children of veterans 
(who died, as the result of serv­ 
ice-connected disabilities) are al­ 


so eligible for educational help. 
VA-guaranteed 
home 
loans 
are available to wives of miss­ 
ing and or POW servicemen 
and for un.-remarried widows of 
veterans 
whose 
deaths 
were 
service-connected. 
VA also pointed out that wid­ 
ows and minor children may 
receive two types of monthly 
payments—dependency and in­ 
demnity (DIC) (if the veteran’s 
death was service-connected), or 
pension payments, if his death 
was 
non-service-connected. 
In 
certain cases, VA said, parents 
may be eligible for DIC checks. 
Wives and children, or who­ 
ever is the designated benefic­ 
iary, are entitled to the veter­ 
an’s or servicemen’s life insur­ 
ance proceeds upon his death.

At New Aviary In \ irpnia

Va.

Bird watchers here are all a 
flutter over a new aviary that 
permits them to mingle with na­ 
tive Virginia birds at close-up 
camera range. 
“It’s proved to be one of our 
biggest attractions,” said Rei- 
nier Hendriksen. city horticul­ 
turist who helps oversee the na­ 
ture center in Richmond’s roll­ 
ing, wooded Maymont Park. 
In an age of increasing criti­ 
cism of cruel and unnatural con­ 
finement of wildlife, the aviary, 
unobtrusively 
integrated 
with 
its surroundings, seems to be 
enjoyed as much by the birds as 
the bird watchers. 
Nestled into the side of a 
slope, 
its 
vinyl-coated 
green 
mesh screening almost invisible 
against the leaves of the oak 
trees towering above it, the 
aviary offers all the comforts of 
the wild to its colorful inhabit­ 
ants. 
A fast running stream cas­ 
cades over a musical waterfall, 
which, In turn, feeds a small 
pond over which glide a variety 
of species of native Virginia 
duck. Dogwood, wild cherry and 
pine trees supply the necessary 
■perches while juniper, osman- 
thus, mountain laurel and azal­ 
ea provide ground cover. 
A series of green metal booms 
resembling a ship’s rigging sup­ 
ports the mesh at an average 
35-foot height to give the birds 
an ample flyway. 
One of the aviary’s unique 
features is a redwood and ce­ 
ment V-shaped observation deck 
that cantilevers from the slope 
to give observers a close view of 
the birds while restricting them 
from the actual nesting area. 
Two doorways overhung with 
white plastic strips give visitors

easy access but appear solid 
enough to the birds to discour­ 
age egress. 
The $35.000 facility, the latest

“Rats killed most of our ground 
nesting birds and we had to 
clear the entire area and fumi­ 
gate with gas before we could 
build up the bird population on a 
permanent basis.”

of handwork,

the right issue, I am sure a 
letter to your favorite publica­ 
tion will send detailed instruc­ 
tions heading your way.
